The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. The closest prior art to Yonehana et al. Patent No. 6,562,934 in Examples 1 
(col. 7) and 3 (col. 10) shows polyamine-styrene adducts reacted in a molar ratio of 1 :1 
with unreacted polyamine contents of 15.1 wt%. Examples 2 (cols. 7-8) and 4 (col. 11) 
have unreacted polyamine amounts of below the claimed maximum of 2% by weight 
with a polyamine:styrene molar ratio of 1 :2. There is no recitation of the claimed 
combination of a 1 :1 molar ratio and a unreacted polyamine content of less than 

2% by weight. 

3. Lane et al. Patent No. 3,376,344 sets forth a vinylaryl compound-polyamine 
reaction product wherein the polyamine is not within claimed formula (1).
